C OMMA NDS GIR L 
TO K ILL HIM 
A F TE R MUR DE R 


Elgin, 111., May 8 (/P)—The dra­ 
matic details o f ho w a 17-y ear- 
o ld girl was fo rced to act as the 
ex ecutio ner o f her father’s slay ­ 
er, after her o wn life had been 
spared by the failure o f a sho t 
gun to respo nd to the trigger, 
were rev ealed to day . 
The girl, fo r who se act the 
state’s atto rney said he wo uld 
ask a co ro ner’s jury to day to re­ 
turn a v erdict o f justifiable ho m­ 
icide, is Lo retta Schmitz. Her 
v ictim was Oliv e Day , 48 , slay er 
o f her father, J o hn Schmitz, 56, 
a farmer. 
The brief reign o f terro r to o k 
place in the Schmitz ho me in the 
early ho urs o f Sunday when Day , 
believ ed crazed by liquo r, dashed 
into the bedro o m o f Mr. and 
Mrs. Schmitz, fo r who m he had 
wo rked fo r 15 y ears as a farm 
hand. He was armed with a sho t 
gun and said he intended to kill 
them all. 
As Schmitz, 
clerk 
o f Plato 
Center to wnship and president 
o f the scho o l bo ard, leaped fro m 
bed and struggled with the man 
Day sho t him fatally thro ugh 
the 
neck. 
A mo ment 
befo re 
Schmitz was sho t in the leg as 
the gun was accidentally dis­ 
charged when Mrs. Schmitz came 
to her husband’s rescue and scuf­ 
fled with Day . 
Day then ran to Lo retta’s 
ro o m as Mrs. Schmitz, attired in 
night dress escaped and fled to 
the nearby ho me o f a married 
daughter to summo n help. 
The girl said she was fo rced 
to get o n the bed while Day 
po inted the gun at her. As she 
waited with her face co v ered fo r 
the sho t that wo uld send her in­ 
to eternity she said she heard 
the trigger click—but no thing 
happened. 
At that the farm hand thrust 
the weapo n into her hands and 
co mmanded her to kill him and 
then use it o n herself. 
"Yo u kill me o r I’ll kill y o u? ” 
she said he co mmanded. 
She pulled 
the -trigger and 
o nce again it didn’t wo rk. Then 
Day to ld her to release the safe­ 
ty catch o n the gun and she did 
and fired. The man fell mo rtally 
wo unded and Lo retta, with her 
11-y ear-o ld bro ther, J o hn, ran 
to the sister’s .ho me. 
A few minutes befo re the do uble 
tragedy little Lo retta and a bo y 
friend 
had 
enco untered 
Day 
when they returned fro m an au­ 
to mo bile ride and hurried to the

Harwichport, Mass., May 8 (/P) 
—Kenneth Buck looked many 
more than his 28 y ears today 
after a Sunday spent re-enact­ 
ing his kidnaping of 10-y ear-old 
Margaret McMath. 
He went over the route he 
took from the time he enticed 
Peggy from the Harwich Center 
Grammar school last Tuesday 
afternoon until he returned her 
to her father early Friday morn­ 
ing. And all the while, within a 
short two miles, Peggy enjoy ed 
a reunion with her parents and 
her brother, Francis, 7. 
Handcuffed and a state troop­ 
er on each side, he was taken 
from the schoolhouse to the va­ 
cant cranberry shack at the 
edge of the town’s golf course. 
The shack Is 18 feet long nine 
feet high and 51 feet wide. It 
has two doors and two small 
windows at the back. 
State detectives inspected the 
shack. Detective Joseph Ferrari 
found a torn pair of men’s 
trousers. They had been used as 
a pillow for Peggy , Kenneth told 
him. 
Police said Kenneth previously 
had told them he took Peggy to 
the shack from the school, hand­ 
cuffed her, blindfolded her, tied 
her up and left her. 
The door was unlocked when 
he took her there he said y es­ 
terday and when he left he shut 
it but left it unlocked. When he 
returned to take her to another 
house at midnight Tuesday he 
took the handcuffs off, he said. 
He led the officers oper a field 
across a brook and along a wood 
road to the vacant house where 
Peggy stay ed until early Friday 
morning. The house was direct­ 
ly across the street from his 
mother’s home. It was a long, 
rambling 
building, 
ty pical 
of 
New England small town homes 
and under the rear ell he held 
Peggy a prisoned. 
There was only three and a 
half feet of space between the 
ground and the boards of the 
first floor above her as she lay 
bound with rope and blindfold­ 
ed. 
Kenneth showed police the 
small vertical trap door through 
which he said he guided the 
child into the area. Detectives 
had to squirm to get into the 
space and within they found 
ropes which Kenneth admitted 
he used to tie the child. 
Inside and about 20 feet from 
the entrance was a dry cistern, 
five feet in diameter and eight 
feet deep. 
Crossley termed it: “ An awful 
place to put a man, let alone a 
child,” and said that had the 
child rolled three feet she would 
have fallen into the cistern. 
Police found a few burlap 
bags in there which she slept on. 
Peggy had told them she had a 
blanket over her and was warm 
all the time but police failed to 
find the blanket.

In considering a plan by which 
the farmer will obtain the cost 
of production for his produce, he 
must also insure the cost of 
production to mill workers, fac­ 
tory hands, miners, and railroad 
employ es, Townley told the con­ 
vention. 
“ You can win this strike if y ou 
can provide a plan by which all 
of these people can pay y ou the 
cost of production,” he said. 
Any plan which does not take 
these people 
into account is 
doomed to failure, he added, and 
declared that the only workable 
method was the issuance of 
scrip money backed by the value 
of farm produce. 
Addressing the meeting y es­ 
terday , Townley advocated the 
issuance 
by 
an 
internatonal 
council of defense of one billion 
dollars in scrip which would be 
furnished to farm and labor or­ 
ganizations 
upon 
security of 
their notes and be used for the 
interchange of farm produce and 
manufactured goods. A commit­ 
tee has approved the plan. 
A group of Minnesota holiday 
members opposed the Townley 
proposal and attempted without 
success to interrupt him during 
its presentation. They declared 
privately that they favored an 
inflation plan based on sound 
United States currency . 
The principal items of busi­ 
ness today , after the strike prob­ 
lem has been settled, were the 
resolutions and election of of­ 
ficers. President Milo Reno rec­ 
ommended tothe convention that 
a y ounger man be chosen to fill 
his office.

HOSPITAL DAY FRIDAY 
The Rushv ille City hosp ital will p articip ate 
with thousands of other hosp itals throug hout the 
country Friday in the observ ance of National 
Hosp ital Day . Visitors will be welcome from one 
to four in the afternoon, when the institution 
will be thrown op en for insp ection. 
There is no institution in any community of 
more v ital imp ortance to the p ublic than a g ood 
hosp ital — an obvious fact but one we are p rone 
to overlook. As a top ic of conserv ation health is 
p op ular enoug h but it usually eng ag es our sin­ 
cere attention only when we realize the dang er 
of losing it. So. too, we accep t our hosp itals 
with more or less indilference until an emerg en­ 
cy forces us or our friends into them. 
Hosp itals hav e become a necessary p art of 
modern life to such an ex tent that scarcely a 
community of a thousand souls but boasts one or 
more institutions dev oted to the care of its ill 
and injured. We ex hibit these to our v isitors in 
p ride, then p romp tly forg et them until disaster 
ov ertakes us and we seek refug e within their 
hosp itable walls — resentful, p erhap s, as an en­ 
forced g uest and ap p rehensiv e of our strang e 
surrounding s. 
Hosp itals do ex emp lify to the fullest ex tent 
what the deriv ation of the word imp lies — hos­ 
p itality , which is nowhere more in evidence. Ev­ 
ery one is welcome, or at least is made to feel 
welcome in circumstances such as to make wel­ 
come elsewhere questionable. From the unm an­ 
ag eable infant to abandoned old ag e, with all 
the interv ening afflictions of the body and v ex ­ 
ations of the sp irit to which hum an flesh is heir, 
the hosp ital throws wide its doors and bids us 
enter with a smile of welcome and a p romise of 
relief, if such be p ossible. 
No illness is too desp erate to be g reeted hop e­ 
fully ; no injury too severe for the ministrations 
of skilled hands eag er to rep air the mischief; 
no mind too warp ed by the stress of life to be 
offered the comfort of sy mp athy and the sup ­ 
p ort of understanding . And this is not measured 
in dollars and cents. Reg ardless of what we 
may p ay for such services, every hosp ital is 
and must be a charity . Material wants may be 
p urchased, p ersonnel is to be hired, but the in­ 
tang ibles — a necessary p art of every hosp ital 
which the ill and injured require almost above 
all else — are g iven freely and cannot be boug ht. 
As we sometimes fail to ap p reciate the v alue 
of our hosp itals, so, too, the hosp ital sometimes 
fails to sense the imp ortance of closer relation­ 
ship with the p ublic. We should be told some­ 
thing about the indisp ensable service it offers 
us twenty -four hours ev ery day ; our minds 
should be disabused of the my stery and dread 
which Have shrouded it throug h g enerations of 
ig norance. We should be reassured of its benefi­ 
cence. We should know more of the hap p iness it 


disp enses, of the lives it saves, of the health it 
restores, of its trium p hs ov er g reat odds, of its 
last stand ag ainst defeat when all other resources 
hav e failed. And this is the p urp ose of Hosp ital 
Day , th at we may learn at first hand by v isiting 
it, with minds unclouded by disease, fear, anx i­ 
ety , p ain, and desp air, what it has to offer us in 
times of trouble. 


GOOD NEWS FOR THE NAVY 
In sp ite of all the talk about international 
commitments to do one thing and another, some 
of which, it is hop ed, may be successful, it is g ood 
to know that Uncle Sam is not g oing to let his 
insurance p olicies lap se. And one of the best of 
these p olicies ag ainst disaster from without is 
the United States nav y . According to announce­ 
ment at Washing ton there will be included in the 
g ig antic p ublic works p rog ram an ap p rop riation 
of $46,000,000 to start the worl^ of constructing 
thirty warship s which are badly needed to bring 
our nav y up to the streng th ag reed on in the 
London nav al conference. As a sort of balance 
to this there has been a cut of $5 5 ,000,000 in the 
ap p rop riation for the Navy Dep artment. 
According to p resent p lans, the sum Is to be 
ex p ended on twenty destroy ers, five lig ht cruis­ 
ers, four submarines and one aircraft carrier. 
Certainly ev en the most ardent p acifists cannot 
claim th at this p rog ram is to any ex tent jing o- 
ist. They were very p roud of the accomp lish­ 
ments of the London treaty and oug ht therefore 
not object if Uncle Sam builds ship s so th at he 
may live up to the p rov isions of this treaty . 
The need of a defensiv e nav y in the p resent 
troubled state of world affairs, and the reasons 
for this need are so p lain as to require little ex ­ 
p lanation. In addition to increasing p rotection 
for Uncle Sam, the ex p enditure of this amount 
of money will create emp loy ment, not only in 
the American nav y y ards, but in many other 
p arts of the United States. Certainly no p art of 
any p ublic works p rog ram could be carried out 
to g reater real adv antag e to the country . 
The nav al construction p lans call for the ex 
p enditure of $230,000,000 in the nex t five y ears 
to bring our nav y up to treaty streng th and in 
the meantime, if the nations of the world unex 
p ectedly decide to disarm, the p rog ram can be 
revised. As Secretary of the Navy Swanson p uts 
it: 
“This contemp lated p rog ram could not be ob 
jected to by the p acifists, as construction would 
be stop p ed if the ¿onference decided ag ainst the 
p resent-size nav ies. Beg inning construction on 
thirty ship s would afford considerable emp loy ­ 
ment and would merely be p lacing the United 
States on a p arity with other nav al countries.
